. JEFFERSON CITY, May 1-—A 
civil suit asking for a judgment for 
the State for $248,371 against Loyd 
I. (Boots) Miller of Springfield, 
director of State Penal Institu- 
tions, and his official surety, for 
alleged loss to the State through 
penitentiary management prac- 
tices asserted to be contrary to 
law, was filed in Cole County Cir- 
cuit Court here today by Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick. 

The United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty. Co. of Maryland, which 
is surety on Miller's official bond 
of $50,000, was named as a de- 
fendant with Miller. 

Filing of the suit followed Mc- 
Kittrick’s recent report to Gov. 
Donnell on an investigation of the 
prison, in which the Attorney 
General charged mismanagement, 
alleged violation of penal laws and 
improper practices by prison offi- 
cials. The inquiry was made at 
the direction of the Governor. 

(Miller, reached in St. Louis, 
said he had no comment on the 
suit at this time, Miller said he 
had retained as counsel William 
L. Vandeventer of Springfield, for- 
mer United States District Attorn- 
ney for the Western District of 


Missouri, and James A. Potter of. 


Jefferson City, a former Assistant 
Attorney Genéral.) 
Other Suits to Be Filed. 

McKittrick said other suits 
would be filed against Commis- 
sioners Paul V. Renz (Rep.) 
Piatte City, and P. F. Willis 
(Dem.), Taskee Station; their 
sureties and possibly other pres- 
ent and former prison officials. 
Renz, Willis and Miller comprise 
the State Board of Penal Commis- 
sioners, of which Miller is chair- 
man. 

The judgment of $248,371 asked 
for by McKittrick against Miller 
and his surety, in nine counts, is 
nearly $150,000 greater than McKit- 
trick’s original estimate of the al- 
leged loss to the State, in his offi- 
chal report to Gov. Donnell last 
April 17, becaues of inclusion of 
additional amounts. 

McKittrick’s petition charged 
Miller with “illegal and wrongful” 
acts and conduct in the manage- 
ment of prison affairs, and 


charged these acts had breached | 


his official bond. 

Management and official prac- 
tices attacked in the suit cover 
the period since Miller was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Donnell as direc- 
tor of State Penal Institutions 
and chairman of the Board of 
Penal Commissioners, on June 27,

| The complaint seeks dissolution 
lof alleged illegal contracts and 
agreements which it charged cre- 
ated noncompetitive marketing 
‘areas throughout the world and a 
perpetual injunction prohibiting 
the defendants from violating the 
Sherman antitrust laws. 

The Government alleged the 
cartel had been in existence since 
1901; had suppressed competition, 
| established production and sales 
|quotas, suppressed inventions and 
improvements and by acquiring 
patents controlling the so-called 
“everlastign match,” suppressed 
its production and use. 

The suit also alleged that as a

The Mississippi River, having 
reached a crest of 39.11 feet, the 
highest flood crest at St. Louis 
since 1844, fell slowly today after 
smashing through or topping most 


of the important levees in the 
area and flooding hundreds of 
additional acres of farm land in 
Missouri and Illinois. 

Last night’s rainfall, ranging 
from a half an inch at St. Louls 
to 3.8 inches at Hermitage, Mo., 
will not materially affect the 
rivers, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren said, other than to pre- 
vent them from falling as rapidly 
as they might have had there 
been no rainfall, 

The Missouri River at St. 
Charles dropped to a stage of 34.9 
feet today from a crest of 36.5 
feet early Saturday. This fall 
occurred in spite of the fact that 
the heaviest rainfall was in the 
Missouri watershed, Wahigren 
said. The weather forecast for 
St. Louis and vicinity was for 
occasional showers today and to- 
night. 

When the Mississippi reached 
its crest, which was almost two 
inches above the 99-year record of 
38.94 feet of last May and more 
than two feet lower than the 
41.39-foot crest of June 1844, the

LONDON, May 1 (AP).—Fifteen 
hundred or more Allied planes 
struck at Nazi installations and 
rail lines in France and Belgium 
today on the seventeenth day. of 
the pre-invasion air offensive. 

The main blow was delivered by 
a force of about 500 American 
heavy bombers, escorted by an 


equal number of fighters, against 
enemy emplacements in the Pas 
de Calais Department of France. 

Not_a plane was lost from this 
force, which encountered intense 
German antiaircraft fire, but met 
not a single German fighter. In 
some place visibility was poor and 
the planes returned with their 
bombs rather than endanger 
French civilians. At other points, 
holes ‘in the overcast permitted 
visual bombing with good results.

Jap Airfields to West Hit. 

The heaviest of these Saturday 
assaults was the Fifth Army Air 
Force bombing of two airstrips on 
Biak Island of the Schouten group 
at the wide mouth of Geelvink 
Bay, some 250 miles northwest of 
Hollandia, whose four airfields are 
in Allied hands, and only 120 miles 
from the enemy’s stronghold of 
Manokwari. | 

The raiders dropped 77 tons of 
demolition and fragmentary bombs 
into fuel dumps and parked air- 
craft at Mokmer and Sorido air- 
strips. At least 15 enemy planes 
were destroyed on the ground and 
probably five more were shot 
down out of an intercepting force 
of 12.

ROOSEVELT NOTE VOICES HOPE

SMOKE LAW FIGHT jp 


Letter to Mayor Criti- om

Fred A. Schleifer, Illinois coal 
man and persistent enemy of the 
St. Louis smoke elimination ordi- 
nance, lately a minor Federal of- 
ficial, has sent the Post-Dispatch 
a copy of his 8000-word letter to 


Mayor A. P. Kaufmann, in reply 
to the Mayor’s short and spirited 
letter of March 31, refusing to 
consider Schleifer’s official sug- 
gestion that the ordinance be sus- 
pended. 

Schieifer, whose resignation as 
Associate Director of the Division 
of Railway Transport, Office of 
Defense Transportation, was an- 
nounced April 13, closed his letter 
to the Mayor with these words: 

“I submit that it is a sad com- 
mentary on the American way of 
life when a Federal employe is 


blasted out of office in the line' 


of duty.” 
ODT Disavows Letter. 
Mayor Kaufmann said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that, 


since he got Schleifer’s 
dated April 20, he had received a 
telephone call from the ODT of- 
fice in Washington telling him to 
“pay no attention” to the Schilei- 
fer communication and that he 
need not answer it, as the writer 
was not speaking for ODT. 

The Mayor, who had already 
reached the same conclusion, said 
he had put the letter aside after 
“merely glancing” at the 10 close- 
ly typewritten sheets, which is 
would have taken him an hour to 
read carefully. As Schleifer had 
complained of his action in mak- 
ing their previous correspondence 
public, the Mayor did not give out 
the latest letter, and left it to 


Schieifer to get it into the hands) 


of the newspapers. 

No cause for Schleifer’s resig- 
nation has been made known pre- 
viously, and his own words, 
“blasted out of office,” are the 
first definite statement indicating 
that he had to resign because of 
his attack on the St. Louis smoke 
law, in which he was not sup- 
ported by his official superiors. 


On ODT Stationery. 


Schleifer’s letter, written the 
day before his resignation became 
effective, was on ODT stationery, 
and contained extracts from let- 
ters and newspaper items and 
editorials. One of the letters 
quoted was written last Oct. 1 by 
his former superior, the late Di- 
rector Joseph B. Eastman of 
ODT, to James L. Ford Jr., chari- 
man of the St. Louis Citizens’ 
Smoke Elimination Committee. 
It said that if a car shortage 
should develop within 30 to 60 
days, “we may find it necessary 
to embargo excessive long hauls 
in the interest of maintaining na- 
tional coal production at its peak.” 
Eastman added that he did not 
mean that there was imminent 
likelihood of such action, but that 
it was a possibility. The action was 
not taken, though Eastman was 
in active charge of the office 
through the 60-day period. 

Schleifer denied that Eastman 
ever directed thim to “cease and 
desist” from his attacks on the 
St. Louis smoke law. Ford has 
said that when Schleifer was ap- 
pointed in January, he, Ford, said 
to Eastman that he _ feared 
Schleifer would use his office to 
attack the smoke law, and that 
Eastman replied that he had re- 
quested Schleifer to “cease and 
desist.” Eastman died March 15, 
and Schleifer eight days later 
wrote to the Mayor, suggesting 
abrogation of the law for the 
duration. 


ys Law Has Failed. 


Schleifer, in his later letter to 
the Mayor, renewed his charge 
that thé smoke law has been a 
failure. He based this assertion 
originally on news items as to 
“smoke palis” reported by the 
Weather Bureau, these “palls” be- 
ing merély evidence that smoke 
has not entirely disappeared, and 
not being of a volume to compare 
to the smoke nuisance which exist- 
ed before the present law. In his 
later letter, Schleifer raised the 
point of cost of smokeless coa] to 
the poor, and said: 

“Your ordinance, like the na- 
tional] prohibition act, was not the 
free expression of free people at 
the polls. I submit that, given 
that opportunity for expression, 
your people would defeat it by an 
overwhelming majority. I do not 
believe Mr. Ford employed the 
proper’ method in attacking the 
problem, because the mass of your 
people were not given an oppor- 
tunity to act voluntarily — force 
was applied.” . 

Schleifer replied at great length 
to the Mayor’s questions as to the 
relative positions of St. Louis and 
Chicago as to the Eastern coal 
supply, St. Louis getting less than 
10 per cent of its coal from the 
East and Chicago 30 per cent. In 
that connection, Schleifer criti- 
cised the position of the Solid 
Fuels Administration for War, a 
Federal agency, and said: 

“If other large cities had an or- 
dinance similar to yours, consider- 
ing the-position taken by yourself 
and SFAW, the distribution would 
be determined by the demand ar- 
tificially created by ordinance, and 
smaller communities would get no 
smokeless coal unless they had 
such an ordinance.”

This Unsafe Valley 


The Tennessee River throughout its length 
is controlled. This valley has been made 
safe—David E. Lilienthal, chairman of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, in “TVA—De- 
mocracy on the March.” : 
The Missouri River is uncontrolled. This valley 

has not been made safe. Between the Great Lakes 
and Oklahoma,‘ between the Great Divide and 
Canada, the people live in fear: to the north, of 
the drouth that stays always on the land; to the 
south, of flood. 

Today, one million of the Missouri Valley’s 
acres lie under the wildly uncontrolled flood wa- 
ters of a river in the states of Missouri and 
Illinois. ix thousand- persons have been driven 
from their homes. More than a _ half-million 
acres of crops have been destroyed. 


Wheat has been lost, that was to become the : 


grain alcohol to make the synthetic rubber for 
our armies. Food has been swept away, that 
was to have fed us and our fighting comrades. 
Cattle and hogs safe after the flood’s passing 
are still partly lost, for they will be sold unfat- 
tened, now that the growers lack barns and feed. 

In St. Louis and St. Charles counties alone, the 
crop loss is estimated at $2,000,000. In the en- 
tire Missouri Valley, the damages of the flood of 
the spring of 1944 are expected to be as great as 
the damages of the floods of the spring of 1943, 
if not greater: and they were estimated at 
$26,000,000. 

* . * 

How -long will the anger of the people burn 
slowly at the deadly folly which permits the Mis- 
souri River to bring disaster to the farms and 
towns and cities along its banks almost every 
spring—sometimes doing its worst, as it has done 
this season; and sometimes doing less; but al- 
most without fail bringing calamity year in, year 
out? 

The way of controlling the wasted waters of a 
river and, having brovght them under control, 
putting them to work, is described by Mr. Lilien- 
thal in his spirited and imagination-stirring book. 
After TVA, there is no longer reason for anyone 
not to know how the thing is done. As its chatr- 
man says, “The TVA Act was the deliberate and 


. well-considered creation of a new. national pol- 


icy. For the first time in the history of the na- 
tion, the resources of a region were not only to 
be ‘envisioned in their entirety’; they were to be 
developed in that unity with which nature her- 
self regards her resources.” 

Yet this national policy, priceless and irreplace- 
able as it is to the Missouri Valley, is not only 
not being followed here—it is actually being fore- 
sworn. The Federal Government is going along 
in the old inefficient, discredited way, and with- 
out protest from the Governors of the Missouri 


Valley states or any of our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. 

The consequences of this supreme effort to 
avoid learning by experience are now being dem- 
onstrated in Washington. The Army Engineers’ 
“Pick plan” has been embodied in the 1944 flood 
control bill, but it is so deficient in respect to 
irrigation that the President and the Bureau of 
the Budget have requested that action on it be 
held up until the Reclamation Bureau can com- 
plete its five-year study and irrigation can be 
made a part of the plan. 

However, navigation interests—principally the 
Mississippi Valley Association—are not disposed 
to wait, and they are pressing, for congressional 
approval of the Pick plan, though the Reclama- 
tion Bureau report has not yet been issued. 

7 * . 

Moreover, the navigation interests are seeking 
to have enacted in the rivers and harbors bill a 
provision which would legally reserve to naviga- 
tion virtually the entire flow of the Missouri, 
In retaliation, the Great Plains states, to which 
irrigation is life itself, are attempting to obtain 
enactment of a proviso which would reserve to 
irrigation all the flow of the Missouri which 
originates within their boundaries. 

This fratricidal struggle will be joined Thurs- 
day and Friday of next week when hearings are 
held on the rivers and harbors bill. A rule-or- 
ruin attitude is indicated for the navigation in- 
terests by the assertion of Lachlan Macleay, pres- 
ident of the M. V. A., that irrigatioh interests are 
sabotaging flood control and that the Pick plan 
should be approved by Congress whether the 
reclamation report is ready or not. 

Mr. Macleay seems to be speaking of flood con- 
trol, but actually he is speaking of navigation. 


‘There ig no contest between the Great Plains and 
the lower river on the subject of flood control. 


Our neighbors to the north realize we need it 
and they want us to have it, but they are not 
willing to let it be done ag part of a project to 
grab Missouri River waters for navigation and 
shut off irrigation interests from the river, In 
short, Mr. Macleay and others ‘who are primarily 
interested in navigation, worthy as navigation is, 
are actually standing in the way of flood control. 

How long will the people of the Valley states 
stand this fruitless bickering while their homes, 
their crops and their lands are washed away in 
the stream that has become the Missouri Valley’s 
sorrow? Of all the representatives in the two 
houses of Congress, is there not one who will 
have for the Missouri Valley the vision which 
George Norris had for the valley of the Tennes- 
see? Patience has not only a beginning; it has 
an end; and the patience of the people with dev- 
astating floods is running out. 


Stalin Surveys a Triumph 


May day is traditionally a major festival in the 
Soviet Union, and-this year the Russians have 
good reason to celebrate it with greater fervor 
than ever before. After facing the grim prospect 
of national disaster and enslavement, the Rus- 
sian armies and people have rallied to drive out 
the invaders, to destroy the legend of Nazi in- 
vincibility. and to redeem vast territories from 
the marauders’ talons. 

The triumphant tone of Premier-Marshal Sta- 
lin’s May day proclamation is fully justified. 
Hitler in October, 1941, boasted that Russia “is 
crushed, and will never rise again.” Now Stalin 
can cite the record of an almost continuous Red 
Army offensive since Feb. 1, 1943, in which the 
Nazis have suffered casualties by the millions, 
and have been driven back almost 1000 miles 
from the farthest point of their invasion. 

Stalin pays tribute not only to the Russians for 
these achievements, but also to “our great allies,” 
America and Britain, for holding the front in 
Italy, thus diverting considerable German forces; 
for supplying the Red Army with valuable mate- 
riel and for the systematic bombing campaign, 
There has at times been a querulous tone in 
Russian comments on the need for a second front. 
This time, Stalin speaks of it as a recognized 
necessity: “There can be no doubt that only a 
combined blow can crush Hitlerite Germany com- 
pletely.” 

There is no longer any debate on this point. 
The necessity is agreed upon, and the stage is set 
for the great undertaking. The brunt of the in- 
vasion struggle will be borne by the Western 
allies, but their task, vast though it is, will be 
made immeasurably lighter by the Russian 
achievement against the Nazis. 

The victories which Stalin now acclaims ar 
not merely Russian triumphs, but Allied i- 
umphs. With every mile gained and every Nazi 
division crushed, they have brought the second 
front and ultimate victory nearer. 
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A. Call for Action 


The regional supervisor of airports for the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority has given St. Louis 
an expert’s advice on the riverfront airport site.

First of a¥i, it is up to the Municipal Airport 
Commission to take the affirmative and forceful 
stand called for by Mr. Flaherty’s approval. As 
the incubator for plans that further St. Louis as 
an aviation center, it is the commission’s job 
to order that the relatively simple plans be blue- 
printed and ready for action right away. 

Next, it is for the Jefferson Memorial Co-or- 
dinating Council to express itself. This council, 
set up a year ago last fall, is composed of repre- 
sentatives of the city government, the National 
Park Service and the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Memorial Committee. What they are asked 
to consider is, first, that the air strip would in 
no way conflict with the most elaborate plans for 
development of the area along the lines original- 
ly intended; second, that the air strip, which 
would be of such value to the city, need not wait 
on the execution of plans for such parks and pub- 
lic buildings, commemorating a historic site, as 
the council has in mind, 

Despite the fact that the riverfront area is 


controlled by the National Park Service, there is 
every reason to expect from that body any co- 
operation demanded by interested St. Louis citi- 
zens. The air strip proposal need not conflict 
with interpretation of the Historic Sites and 
Buildings Act of 1935, since it plans no change 
in topography. Further, as J. Gates Williams, 
Chamber of Commerce Air Board chairman, has 
pointed out, it is a fitting symbol of national ex- 
pansion that the most modern form of transporta- 
tion should be represented on a site first brought 
to life by river traffic. 

Finally, the Airport Commission and other 
groups must bring the whole problem to the at- 
tention of Senator Clark and Congressman Coch- 
ran so that the interests of the city may be imme- 
diately served in Washington. Senator Barkley, 
chairman of the United States Territorial Expan- 
sion Memorial Commission, should be consulted 
without delay. Whatever steps must be taken by 
that commission, by the National Park Service 
and by the CAA should be lined up before the 
next program for an airport development appro- 
priation is ready for Congress. 

Members of the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial Commission have served St. Louls pa- 
tiently and faithfully through the difficult years 
when the riverfront site was no more than a 
dream. Surely they will not impede inspiringly 
progressive plans for the area. Those plans en- 
hance, rather than conflict with, their own.

High judiciary, as reconstituted by President, has freed itself from 
reactionism, says writer, but now lacks legal moorings to guide 
finds decisions often based on vague concepts of ethics or 
morals, or even on personal predilections, resulting in disagreements.

The Supreme Court itself has blown the 
lid off the assiduously cultivated belief that 
all is harmony in its stately chambers. 
Since the first of the year, it has handed 
down a series of decisions revealing sharp 
animosities and basic differences as to 
what the law is and how the court should 
function. The honeymoon period of the 
Roosevelt court has given way to a sort 
of free-for-all battle of judicial intellects. 


The court’s opinions are now scanned 
eagerly every week for tidbits of controver- 
sy. The rewards are numerous. In a 
single day recently, the Justices handed 
down nine split opinions out of a total of 
13, three cases being decided by 5-to-4 votes 
and two by 6-to-3 votes. 


Once it was feared that the seven Roose- 
velt-appointed Justices might act as a 
unified bloc. Now they are castigated for 
making a sort of judicial hash of the law. 
In fact, early in February, Justices Roberts 
and Frankfurter expressed the belief that 
the Supreme Court’s “tendency to disre- 
gard precedents” had become so strong 
as to leave future litigants and the lower 
courts “without any confidence that what 
was said yesterday will hold good tomor- 
row.” 


Old Guideposts Are Gone 


There is a persistent effort to explain 
the epidemic of dissents in recent months 
by saying that the liberal) vs. conservative 
fight has been won. and that the liberals 
are now merely settling minor differences 
on a narrower plane. I fear that the cause 
runs deeper than that. 

The net effect of the Roosevelt appoint- 
ments has been to cut the court loose from 
previous legal and philosophical moorings, 
not to give it a new set of rational guide- 
lines. The new Judges agree with the 
President that the Constitution and laws 
shall not be rigidly interpreted, but sharp- 
ly disagree on what shall take the place 
of rigid interpretation. 

So decisions are more frequently based 
on vague legal concepts or on ethics, 
morals, mere expediency or personal predi- 
lections. That inevitably produces con- 
flict and, as Justices Roberts and Frank- 
furter complain, public misunderstanding 
of what the law is. 

Some results of the court’s new sense 
of freedom are unquestionably good. The 
rejuvenated court has stripped the Consti- 
tution of various obsolete incrustations of 
judicial dogma. 


Civil Rights Are Favored 


“Due process of law” has also been 
shrunk to something approaching its his- 
toric meaning. That vague phrase had 
been used to break down minimum-wage 
laws and thwart an untold number of social 
experiments on the part of both the state 
and Federal governments. Now the “due 
process” clauses of the fifth and fourteenth 
amendments are regaining their rightful 
places as guarantees of fair play between 
government and citizen. : 

Civil rights lie close to the heart of th 
present court. The chief exception to this 
generalization was the reactionary decision 
that children attending public scheols may 
be constitutionally forced to salute the 
flag. 

Justices Douglas, Black and Murphy al- 
lowed their first misgivings over this deci- 
sion to be overcome by the tornado of legal 


learning that had recently swept into the 
court from Boston. But after mulling over 
the issue for several months, they conclud- 
ed that Frankfurter was wrong and Stone 
right. They made a public confession of 
error, and when a.similar case reached the 
court, the Chief Justice’s dissent became 
law. Replacement of Justice Byrnes by 
Rutledge led to reversal of another care- 
less decision upholding the arrest of a 
woman for selling a Bible without having 
paid a license fee. ~ 
The Spreading “Commerce Clause” 


It is in mushrooming the commerce 
clause that the court has most seriously 
lost the sense of constitutional restraint. 
The power “to regulate commerce 
among the several states” has been pushed 
outward, upward and downward until it 
covers even local business, farming and 
labor relations. Having been stampeded 
into acceptance of the view that employ- 
ment in big manufacturing plants could 
be regulated from Washington as part of 
the economic system which keeps inter- 
state commerce flowing, the court can now 
find no logical point at which to draw a 
line between Federal and local powers of 
economic control. So it has simply opened 
the floodgates of Federal power. 


This does not mean, however, that Con- 
gress now has a free hand in regulating 
the economic affairs of the’ nation. The 
court has held no act of Congress unconsti- 
tutional since 1936, but it has found other 
means of emasculating laws that do not 
meet with its approval. Its most potent 
weapon nowadays is a sort of strip-tease 
interpretation. 


Twisted Constructions of Law 


Consider the Teamsters’ case. There was 
no dispute as to the facts. Union racketeers 
were extorting fees from truck drivers en- 
terfng New York and beating up those 
who failed to comply. They were convicted 
under the Anti-Racketeering Act of 1934. 
But the Supreme Court exonerated them 
under the pretense that Congress had in- 
tended te exempt such militant labor ac- 
tivity when it forbade application of the 
law to “the payment of wages by a bona 
fide employer to a bona fide employe.” 

Could Congress have meant “blackmail” 
when it said “wages”? I decided to find 
out. The issue turned entirely upon the 
revision of the anti-racketeering Dill in 
1934 by the House Judiciary Committee. 
So I went to members of that committee 
and asked what their intent had been. 


Every member of the 1934 Judiciary 
Committee who is still in Congress—Dem- 
ocrats, New Dealers and Republicans alike 
—believes that the court misconstrued the 
law. 

The Roosevelt court has shaken itself 
free from the reactionism of its predeces- 
sor, but it is a long way from being a 
truly liberal court after the Stone pattern 
or the Holmes tradition. It has yet to 
develop a sense of teamwork or a set of 
principles that will safely orient big gov- 
ernment at Washington in our federal 
system.

Wilson’s Major Errors. 


Experience has shown, 
@eems to me, that Wilson’s chief 
errors were that: 

1. He dissolved the wartime 
coalition and sought to replace it 
with a wholly new organization, 
the League. The right course would 
have been to maintain the coali- 
tion to administer the peace settle- 
ment with Germany, and then to 
develop it gradually as a co-opera- 
tive society for promoting good 
relations everywhere. 

2. Wilson promulgated an elab- 
orate code of principles which the 
‘other nations had to accept. If 
they did not accept them all, it 
was implied that the United States 
would not co-operate with them. 
The right course is to make con- 
tinual consultation the paramount 
principle, and then by this consul- 
tation develop an agreed code of 
principles. 

3. Wilson sought to commit this 
country and all others to the use 
of military power, not for the 
specific object of enforcing a defi- 
nite peace treaty, but as a gen- 
eralized guaranty more or less 
everywhere forever. The attempt 
to combine his general code of 
principles with a general guaranty 
of military force opened up a 
prospect of unlimited intervention 
and entanglement.

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Supreme Tribunal Holds 
Pennsylvania Levy 
Against Gun Plant Is 
Unconstitutional. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court today struck 
down, 7 to 2, an effort by a coun- 
ty. to impose a tax on machinery 
placed by the Federal Government 
in a plant making field guns for 
the Army. 

The Justice Department said the 
question of state and local taxa- 
tion involved in the case from 
Allegheny County, Pa., affected 
billions of dolars’ worth of war 
production machinery, equipment 
and buildings scattered through- 
out the country. 

Justice Jackson delivered the 
majority opinion. Justices Roberts 
and Frankfurter dissented. 

The majority held that the tax 
law of Pennsylvania “as interpret- 
ed and applied in this case vio- 
lates the Federal Constitution in 
so far as it purports to authorize 
taxation of the property interests 
of the United States in the ma- 
chinery in the plant, or to use 
that interest to tax or to enhance 
the tax upon the Government's 
bailee.” 

Dissent Denies Challenge. 

In his dissent, Justice Frank- 
furter commented that, “On the 
record before us, Pennsylvania 
has not challenged the implied im- 
munity of the Federal Government 
from taxation, nor has she sought 
to tax that which Congress has 
said should be free from taxation.” 

The Mesta Machine Co., Home- 
stead, Pa., joined in the depart- 
ment’s appeal against action by Al- 
legheny County in imposing a real 


estate tax of $5137-on machinery 


in the company’s p lant, which 
was assessed by the county at 
$618,000. 

The Government claimed full 
ownership of the machinery and 
said it was leased, to Mesta for $1 
a year. The Pennsylvania Su- 
preme Court upheld the tax, find- 
ing it was not levied against the 
Goovernment, but an independent 
contractor, 

In its fight aaginst the tax, the 
Justice Department contended that 
Federal Government property. is 
constitutionally immune from state 
and local taxation. 

Murder Case Reversed. 

Protests that “Gestago opera- 
tions” were used by county offi- 
cers resulted today in Supreme 
Court reversal of the conviction 
of one of two men accused in 
a 1941 Tennessee killing. 

In a three-two opinion by Jus- 
tice Black, with Justices Jackson, 
Roberts and Frankfurter dissent- 
ing, the court reversed the convic- 
tion of E, E, Ashcraft, whose wife 
was found dead near Memphis 
shortly after she left her home to 
drive to Kentucky to visit her 
mother. 

The court ordered the case of 
John Ware, Negro laborer, the 
second man convicted, remanded 
to Tennessee Supreme Court for 
further proceedingg in view of the 
reversal of Ashcraft’s conviction. 

The majority opinion stated “our 
conclusion is that, if Ashcraft 
made a confession, it was not vol- 
untary but compelled. We reach 
this conclusion from facts which 
are not in dispute at all. 

“Ashcraft, a citizen of excellent 
reputation, was taken into custody 
by police officers. Ten days’ exam- 
ination of the- Ashcrafts’ maid, 
and of several others, in jail where 
they were held, had revealed noth- 
ing whaatever against Ashcraft. 
.. - For 36 hours after Ashcraft’s: 
seizure during which period he 
was held incommunicado, without 
sleep or rest, relays of officers, 
experienced investigators and 
highly trained lawyers — 
him without respite.” 

The Supreme Court said Ware’s 
conviction was sustained by the 
Tennessee Supreme Court on the 
assumption that Ashcraft’s con- 
fession was. properly admitted. 

Time Element as Factor. 

Dissenting, Justice Jackson said: 

“The Court bases its decision on 
the premise that custody and ex- 
amination of a prisoner for 36 
hours is ‘inherently coercive.’ Of 
course it is. And so is custody and 
examination for one hour. Arrest 
itself is inherently coercive and 
so is detention... 

“I* the constitutional admissi- 
bility of a confession is no longer 
to be measured by the mental 
state of the individual confessor 


‘but by a general doctrine depend- 


ent on the clock, it should be 
capable of statement in definite 
terms. If 36 hours is more than 
is permissible, what about 247 Or 
12? Or six? Or one? Al) are ‘in- 
herently coercive’.” 


DONNELL SIGNS TRUCK 
LICENSE TRANSFER BILL

ITH eggs hitting a new low 
Wi: price, we ought to be able 

to indulge in some of the food 
frivolities that require egg whites. 
These maringue “xisses” are al- 
most candylike in flavor but they 
are aS light as puff balls. Putting 
the two flat sides together with 
a butter frosting adds an intrigu- 
ing appearance. Remember that 
the baking is as important as the 
mixing, and these call for slow 
cooking and only enough to cook 
through. Scorched “kisses” are 
worthless. 

Creole Kisses. 


Three egg whites, one-half cup 
granulated sugar, three-fourths 
cup brown sugar, one teaspoon 
vanilla, one teaspoon vinegar, one- 
half cup chopped nuts. Beat 
whites until stiff but not dry. Add 
sugar gradually, beating constant- 
ly. Add vanilla and vinegar and 
beat thoroughly. Fold in the nuts. 
Drop on well-greased cookie sheets 
from teaspoon about one inch 
apart. Bake at 250 degrees for 20 
minutes. Cool, Put two kisses 
together with maple butter cream. 
Yield about two dozen double 
kisses. 

Maple Butter Cream. 

One tablespoon butter, one ta- 
blespoon shortening, one-third cup 
unsifted confectioner’s sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon maple extract. 
Cream butter and _ shortening. 
Blend in sugar thoroughly, then 
flavoring.

MENUS FOR TUESDAY 
Breakfast 

Orange juice, six; cooked whole 
wheat cereal, four generous serv- 
ings; toasted sweet rolls, eight 
bought. 

Luncheon 

Deviled eggs in aspic salad, four 
hard-cooked eggs cut in half, 
lengthwise. Mash yokes and add 
one tablespoon mayonnaise, one- 
half teaspoon vinegar, a bit of 
onion, one-half teaspoon salt, dash 
of pepper and one-fourth teaspoon 
prepared mustard. Pile egg yolk 
mixture into the whites. Soften 
one tablespoon gelatine in one- 
fourth cup cold water. Add one 
and three-fourths cups tomato 
juice, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce and one-half cup diced cel- 
ery. Pour a little of this mixture 
into bottom of a three-cup shallow 
mold. Let set. Arrange egg 
halves on top of this; add remain- 
ing gelatine mixture which has 
been partially congealed, Chill un- 
til set. Cut and serve on lettuce 
leaves. (Five servings.) Creamed 
cabbage, one small head cabbage, 
finely shredded, cooked five min- 
utes. Add to one and one-half 
cups well-seasoned medium white 
sauce; toast, eight slices; dough- 
nuts, eight bought, reheated and 
dusted with powdered sugar. 

Dinner 


Beef heart and gravy (two and 
one-half pounds beef heart). Re- 
move arteries and wash heart 
thoroughly. Drain and sprinkle 
inside with salt. Season two cups 
coarse soft bread crumbs with 
melted margarine, onion, salt, pep- 
per and poultry seasoning. Stuff 
the heart. Tie or sew. Place in 
buttered casserole or Dutch oven. 
Add one-half cup water. Cover 
and bake for three to three and 
one-half hours 3850 degrees until 
tender. Add more water if neces- 
sary. Make gtavy of residue. 
Baked potatoes, four medium; 
baked carrots, eight medium, bake 
with heart; spinach salad, one-half 
pound (save eight or-ten leaves 
for tomorrow’s soup) shredded 
fine; add thinly sliced onions and 
zippy French dressing. Bread, 
eight slices; sliced peaches, one 
package frozen; Creole _ kisses, 
recipe above (use one-third); but- 
ter or fortified margarine used on 
all breads. Include in today’s 
menus, milk to drink: seven cups 
for children, three cups for adults. 


Cornflake Puffs 


Three egg whites, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, three-fourths cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon almond 
flavoring, one-half cup cocoanut, 
one-fourth cup chopped nuts, three 
cups cornflakes. 

Add salt to egg whites and beat 
until stiff, but not dry. Add sugar 
gradually, beating after each ad- 
dition. Add flavoring. Fold in 
remaining ingredients and drop 
by spoonfuls on an oiled cooky 
sheet. Bake at 300 degrees about 
85 minutes or until slightly dried 
on outside. Makes three dozen 
cookies.

E ARE prone to talk in gen- 
W eralities about good grooming, 
so today we will get down to 
specifics—little details which are 
very essential to the smooth, pol- 
ished impression we want to make. 
Chipped nail polish, for instance, 
is one of the greatest offenses to 
good grooming. Touch up your 
polish while you are listening to 
your favorite news broadcast, and 
use a colorless coating on top to 
make your polish wear longer. If 
you use your fingers actively your 
polish will chip less if you leave 
a hairline of natural nail at the 
the tips. And for your personal 
pride (and an eye to summer) get 
into the habit of giving your feet 
a weekly pedicure.

(4) Do not attempt to weed 
out. Pluck only the strays which 
give an uneven line to the arch.

For good looks 
sake, keep your legs smooth. And 
if you have dark hair on your 
upper lip, do not hesitate to re- 
move it whenever necessary with 
a safe depilatory.

EOPLE with chronic diseases 
P exhibit a pattern of human be- 
' havior which while perfectly 
natural and understandable might 
well puzzle a brain truster. By a 
brain truster I mean a thinking 
machine, a cool, calculating rea- 
soner who cannot understand why 
emotions should control the ac- 
tions of people who stand to gain 
everything by following a course 
of medical treatment, yet who fail 
to keep up the treatment because 
of their emotions. They either get 
tired of the routine or think they 
are cured anyway and don’t need 
the treatment and decide to let it 
slide. 

I get letters every day from peo- 
ple who have chronic diseases— 
such as, for instance, psoriasis, 
high blood pressure, arthritis, 
ringing in the ears and gradual 
loss of hearing, to name only a 
few, which medical science can 
control to a considerable extent, 
but cannot offer certain and com- 
plete relief. They write passion- 
ately, saying they will do anything 
to be cured, They seem to think 
that because I write for the news- 
papers I am privy to some secret 
remedy for their disease unknown 
to their family doctors, which I 
assure everybody I am not, fortu- 
nately for mankind. I do not know 
anything about the treatment of 
diseases not known to any general 
practitioner. I simply talk about

ONE MIGHT be inclined to 
agree with the heartfelt protesta- 
tions of these people that they 
would do anything to get well if 
one did not have the example of 
chronic patients for whom there 
is a known complete remedy for 
their troubles, but which requires 
a daily routine of dosage or diet, 
For instance, pernicious anemia. 
I have before me a study of pa- 
tients who gave up their treat- 
ment and thereby suffered re- 
lapses. 

Now, there was a time when we 
did not know the specific treat- 
ment of pernicious anemia. The 
patierits were given hydrochloric 
acid with every meal and iron and 
arsenic and transfusions and some 
had their spleens out, but in spite 
of these treatments they would 
have relapses and then periods of 
being well and then further re- 
lapses and nearly all eventually 
passed away. 

Then in 1926 we were given a 
remedy which kept them going 
without relapses and which pro- 
longed life indefinitely. But with 
this boon in their hands, do the 
patients faithfully stick to it? By 
no means. It involves eating liver 
daily or taking liver extract by 
mouth daily, or taking a hypoder- 
mic dose periodically, and this 
gets tiresome, or it is too expen- 
sive, or they feel so good they 
think everything is all right, so 
they quit.

I HAVE THE records of 54 such 
patients here before me. When 
they leave off the liver they get a 
relapse, sometimes not for six 
months or a year, and that usually 
jolts them into following their 
routine faithfully again, but there 
is the record of one unregenerate 
who through neglect to take his 
liver extract had 12 relapses in 
one and one-half years. 

Many diabetic patients exhibit 
the same picture. The necessity of 
taking the hypodermic of insulin 
every day and of watching the 
diet gets irksome, and they break 
over, with a muttered prayer that 
all will be well, which it never is. 
Children, curiously, considering 
that they are not supposed to have 
as much will power as their 
elders, are more faithful about 
their diabetic regime than adults. 

The patient with ulcer of the 
stomach is somewhat in and be- 
tween. He can usually keep quite 
comfortable if he sticks to his diet 
and his alkalinization, and he usu- 
ally does because his discomfort 
follows immediately on a fall from 
grace—it doesn’t wait like perni- 
cious anemia, and unlike diabetes 
it makes itself known by pain. 
But the diet of the ulcer patient 
is not always optimum for nutri- 
tion in certain respects and this 
shows in alterations in his blood. 
These require adjustments that 
are usually too technical for him 
to do himself and he needs to be 
constantly under medical super- 
vision.

Young St. Louis Writer Tires of Being Called 'A Washington Novelist’ 


By Helen Clanton 


LTHOUGH Helen Todd was 

born in St. Louis and has lived 

here most of her life, the mere 
chance that she happened to be 
in Washington, D. C., visiting her 
sister each time one of her books 
has been published has caused her 
to be dubbed by reviewers “young 
Washington novelist,” or “promis- 
ing young writer, formerly of 
St. Louis.” As a matter of fact, 
her ration books list her as a 
resident of St. Louis County, and 
when her publisher mails her 


checks, they go to 23 South Ridge 
drive, Glendale. 

Miss Todd does spend several 
months each year at the home of 
a sister who lives 10 miles out- 
side of Washington. And although 
it would appear that the nation’s 
capital could boast of a superfluity 
of writers, the literary collectors 
have seemed anxious to add Miss 
Todd to the Washington list. The 
writer finds this attitude flatter- 
ing, but she hopes that with the 
imminent publication of her third 
book, “The Roots of the Tree,” 
St. Louisans will at last claim her 
for their own, 

x * * 

HOULD Washington still seek 
S credit for the young author, 

it will perhaps be four years 
before St. Louis gets another 
chance. “I seem to produce only 
every fourth year,” Miss Todd ex- 
plains of her work. “My first 
novel, ‘So Free We Seem,’ was 
published by Retnals-Hitchcock in 
1936. My second, a biography of 
Ulysses 8S. Grant, came out in 
1940, published by Houghton-Mif- 
flin, and now my third, another 
novel, by the same publisher, will 
be on the book shelves, I’m told, 
by August.” 

The fact that she has three 
books in print to her credit,. the 
writer assures us, does not mean 
that she has been successful in 
getting into. print everything she 
has done. “I actually believe that 
it is easier to get a first book 
published than it is to get a sec- 
ond or third one printed,” is her 
opinion. “Publishing houses are 
on the lookout for new writers, 
and often rather adopt them in 
the beginning, in an effort to 
introduce new talent into the 
writing field. I think they are 
inclined to be indulgent about 
one’s first efforts. The real test 
comes on the second book. You 
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MISS HELEN TODD 


are supposed to. be out of the 
novice stage by that time, and 
your work undergoes the most 
severe tests.” 

Miss Todd has had several Man- 
uscripts which did not seem to 
please a publisher. “I don’t feel 
that it has been ‘work wasted, 
though,” she explained. “Some of 
it has gone into another book in 
a completely different form.” 

Her first book, “So Free We 
Seem,” is the story of a Missouri 
pioneer who preferred the adven- 
tures of staking a claim in a 
new country to the work of set- 
tling. Her second was awarded 
the Houghton-Mifflin Fellowship 
Award before it wag completed’ 
“I chose Grant’s life as material 
for a book because he seemed 
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such an enigma as a man. He 
Was apparently a good military 
man, yet obviously a poor presi- 
dent. When my agent insisted 
that I submit my research and 
manuscript plans to Houghton- 
Mifflin for the award, I protested 
that I didn't want to have to stop 
and put*my work in presentable 
form at that point, but I finally 
agreed.” The resuit was that Miss 
Todd’s work was the first non- 
fiction ever to get the Houghton- 
Mifflin award, and with this honor 
came a check for $1000. “All that 
I am or ever hope to be,” Miss 
Todd laughs, “I owe to my patient 
agent. I don’t see how writers 
gét along without them.” 

Miss Todd has many friends 
among the political refugees who 


are distinguished scholars at the 
New School for Social Research 
in New York where she was em- 
ployed for three years, but she 
says that she could never use her 
personal experience as the basis 
for a book. “You're too close to 
what happens to you or your 
friends. You can use your im- 
pressions as a seed-bed of ideas, 
that’s all. If you try to stick to 
the unvarnished truth in a story 
about someone you know—some- 
how it never sounds real!” 


Since childhood, Miss Todd has 
read voraciously and enjoyed writ- 
ing. Prevented from attending 
formal classes because of a paraly- 
sis she has suffered since child- 
hood, she was privately educated 
at home. As one of her good 
friends puts it, “Knowing Helen 
Todd is to forget that she is 
crippled. She is simply a person 
who moves on wheels instead of 


feet.” 
. Sem a 


S far as she is concerned, there 

is no magic formula for writ- 

ing well or successfully, Miss 
Todd regrets. “I wish I knew one, 
but I’ve decided that each person 
has to work in his own way, and 
what helps you may not help me. 
I sit myself at my desk for three 
hours every morning, and write 
tediously in long-hand. I spent a 
year on research before starting 
Grant's life. I have never yet been 
able to work out a plot completely 
before starting a book. I rewrote 
‘The Roots of a Tree’ three times 
before I was satisfied with it. 
Before I started, however, I tried 
desperately to plot the whole book. 
After two months I gave up. Yet 
I found that after I started the 
actual writing, it wasn’t two weeks 
before the whole thing was clear 
to me and I knew exactly what I 
wanted to do.” 


Miss Todd reads a great many of 
the current novelg and books of 
non-fiction. She also devours a 
number of publications devoted to 
book reviews. “I don’t see how 
writers can overlook what other 
people are doing,” she confesses. 
“How else can they judge their 
own work?” And like a great 
many other people, this pleasant 
young author thinks the proper 
way to put oneself to sleep at 
night is with a good mystery 
story. “I simply love them,” she 
says, “and hope to try one myself 
one day.”
